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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the application filed 30 August 2001 . 
Claims 1-72 have been examined. 

Specification 

2. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Downs et al (US6,226.618B1). 

5. Regarding claim 1 -21, 22-25, 26-41- 

Downs discloses a method, system and computer program comprising: a plurality of 
servers linked to the first server, the first server comprising: a store for maintaining and 
distributing content received from the primary servers; means for maintaining an index 
of unique identifiers associated with the stored content; means for passing one of the 
unique identifiers to one of the servers; and means for delivering the content associated 
with a unique identifier to the server; where the plurality of servers maintaining in a first 
sen/er unique references to content received from primary servers; maintaining an index 
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containing the unique references to the content; and notifying a secondary server when 
updated content has been added to the first server; further comprising notifying the 
secondary server when content has expired; wherein the unique references refer to 
local content; wherein the unique references refer to pointers to content; further 
including passing one of the unique references to the secondary server for use in 
fetching the content; wherein the secondary server manages its cache size in 
relationship to fetched content or metadata; further comprising: fetching the content in 
the secondary server; and checking a size of the fetched content with a size of the 
cache containing current content in the secondary server; wherein the secondary senyer 
manages its cache size in relationship to previously fetched content or metadata; 
copying content identified by the unique reference to the secondary server (e.g. col 1 1 
In 1-30). 

6. Regarding claims 42-72 - 

Downs further discloses checking the secondary server to determine whether the 
content is already present; copying metadata associated with the content identified by 
the unique reference to the secondary server; delivering the copied content to a user 
system; receiving a user request and effecting the delivering in response to the user 
request; verifying that the secondary server is authorized to receive content; updating a 
tracking file that reflects a user request for content; updating a tracking file that reflects 
maintaining and notifying. 

7. Downs, however, does not disclose the precise number and arrangement of 
servers as in this application. It would have been obvious to employ any number of 
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servers as needed depending on the steps that the protection is desired, since it has 
been held that mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only 
routine skill in the art. St Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8. Further, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to locate servers in any desirable arrangement, since it has been held that 
rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 
USPQ 70. 

8. Examiner's note: Examiner has cited particular columns and line numbers in 
the references as applied to the claims above for the convenience of the applicant. 
Although the specified citations are representative of the teachings in the art and are 
applied to the specific limitations within the individual claim, other passages and figures 
may be applied as well. It is respectfully requested from the applicant, in preparing the 
responses, to fully consider the references in entirety as potentially teaching all or part 
of the claimed invention as well as the context of the passage as taught by the prior art 
or disclosed by the examiner.
